V V hat is jazz, really? Louis 


Armstrong seemed to feel that it 
was impossible to define, saying 
“If you have to ask what it is, 
you'll never know.”’ Maybe he 
was right. 

One thing we do know is how 
different jazz is from classical and 
rock music. The lines between 
the three groups are becoming 
blurred, but jazz retains the 
character of spontaneous impro- 
visation and interaction between 
, - all musicians in the group, no 
matter how significant the play- 
er. 

Another element is the driv- 
ing rhythmic pulse of jazz, loose- 
ly referred to as ‘swing.’ So- 
called “‘white’” music does not 
possess this quality which is in- 
dispensable to jazz of every sort, 
whether it’s bebop, bossa nova, 
or cool jazz. 

‘Shaken, Not Stirred,” formed 
in 1990 by Brian Lee, ‘91, was 
a step in the direction of jazz 











performed by vocalists. The 
group performed jazz standards 
such as ‘Satin Doll,’’ by Duke 
Ellington’; “A Child is Born,” 
by Thad Jones; and ‘Embrace- 
able You,” by George Gersh- 
win. 

Band assistant conductor Matt 
Tap wrote the group a theme 
song entitled, ‘“Shaken, Not 
Stirred.’ In its first year of ex- 
istance, “Shaken” won first place 
at the Berklee Annual High 
School Jazz Festival Competition 
and a gold medal at the State 
Choir/Combo Competition. 

The group began to assume 
new dimensions as the perform- 
ers and directors changed. For 
a while, there seemed to be a 
lack of focus. However, ‘‘Shak- 
en’ still proved itself at the Berk- 
lee Festival with an Honorable 
Mention and another gold med- 
al at the States, thus winning the 
honor to perform at the newly 


refurbished Hatch Shell. 











This year, the group took a 
dramatic new step: the incor- 
poration of actual vocal impro- 
visation, ‘'scatting,”’ into pieces 
such as ‘‘All the Things That You 
Are,’ by Rogers and Hammer- 
stein, “Night in Tunisia,”’ by Diz- 
zy Gilespie, and other jazz charts. 
Using the combined resources 
of Sandi Peaslee, Jeff Leonard, 
and Matt Tap, three members of 
the music faculty, the group is 
hoping to break some old ster- 
eotypes, such as singers’ osten- 
sible lack of music knowledge 
and ability. 

“Shaken, Not Stirred,” is not 
only an a cappella group, but an 
experiment in the jazz idiom ex- 
pressed through the vocal 
chords. As Duke Ellington said, 
“It don’t mean a thing if it ain't 
got that swing.’ This group tries 
to swing with style.

Oppo- 
nents of the bill have petitioned 
to put the Condom Bill on the 
March ballot as a referendum 
question. A less controversial bill 
passed was an Attendance Pol- 
icy Bill, which changed the

an absence. The bill stated that 
a student will be given one day 
after notice of an unexcused ab- 
sence to bring in an excusing 
note signed by a parent.

The ‘92-93 session of the LHS 
Senate proved once again the 
group's ability to work efficiently 
in order to constantly improve 
the quality of life at LHS. Rules 
must be continually adapted to 
fit the changing needs of the 
school community, and the Sen- 
ate looks forward to many more 
productive and successful years.

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Leaving Our Mark

While thumbing through the 
Student Life pages, one stu- 
dent commented that there is 
a subtle combination of nostal- 
gic and topical issues which are 
spotlighted in the section. It was 
the yearbook statt’s hope that 
by bringing together a collec- 
tion of both lighthearted and 
serious topics, LHS students 
would get more out of the 
1992-93 yearbook than they 
had in previous years. For the 
first time, it was decided that 
the traditionally objective stu- 
dent publication would ad- 
dress and even speak out on 
controversial issues. 

Many new goals were set for 
this year’s staff. Among them 
were eliminating as many 
spelling errors as possible and 
incorporating photographs of 
a diverse group of people. The 
editors have strived to regulate 
the number of candids of each 
person in the book, aiming for 
a more interesting and repre- 
sentational yearbook. In pur- 
suit of this goal, the inclusion 
of more pictures of African- 
Americans and LABB students 
became more of a priority. 


The Yearbook 


The editors tried to get as 
many students involved in pro- 
duction as possible. They con- 
cluded that more participants 
would lead to a yearbook of 
more value to the entire stu- 
dent body. However, finding a 
“happy medium” was difficult. 
Editors had to turn away more 
than fifty eager students to 
avoid having a cumbersome, 
bureaucratic staff. Neverthe- 
less, more than twenty contrib- 
uting writers, and twenty-five 
staffpersons were picked to 
help produce the book. In ad- 
dition, a last-minute decision 
was made to intersperse stu- 
dent artwork throughout the 
yearbook. Consequently, tal- 
ented cartoonists Bill Porter, 
Alex MacGregor, and John Lin 
were asked to join the project. 

Each section is a testimony 
to an editor's creative talents, 
for it takes more than a prop- 
erly designed layout to make a 
yearbook meaningful. In order 
to fully appreciate the year- 
book, one must understand the 
amount of work each editor 
puts in. Each editor is wholly 
responsible for his or her sec- 


tion, from collecting written 
‘copy’ articles to making sure 
there are enough candid pho- 
tographs to use. Those are just 
the basics. Student Life editors 
must complete their entire sec- 
tion before November, Activi- 
ties editors must track down, 
photograph, and request copy 
from every extracurricular 
group at LHS, and Underclass 
and Senior editors must flaw- 
lessly incorporate hundreds of 
mugshots into a limited num- 
ber of pages. The list goes on 
much further... 

So why do students bother 
to participate in such a time- 
consuming activity? Why do 
they pull the all-nighters, make 
the endless phone calls, and 
submit themselves to the tor- 
turous stress of deadlines? A 
few are motivated by the de- 
sire to impress college. But most 
do it for the reward of seeing 
a 240 page book that they 
helped to create; a treasured 
book that people will keep 
locked away in a special place 
for the rest of their lives.

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Life As a Lexington High School Debater 


I he stereotype of a ‘‘debat- 


er’ in the minds of most teachers 
evokes horrible images of field 
trip forms, missed classes, and 
make-up tests. But as with any 
stereotype, there is an aspect of 
the activity that is often over- 
looked. That facet is the com- 
petitive edge that develops in 
debaters by competing through- 
out the year at local, regional, 
and national tournaments. And 
it is that same sense of compe- 
tition among Lexington debat- 
ers that has established Lexing- 
ton’s tradition of success in the 
academic and debate commu- 
nity. 

The person who is most re- 
sponsible for Lexington’s suc- 
cess has been Teacher Les Phil- 
lips, who for many years has 
been coaching debaters with a 
wide range of abilities, ranging 
from utter novices to national 
champions. Mr. Phillips, like 
most debaters, has devoted vir- 
tually all his time and effort into 
traveling with his debaters to 
tournaments, making sure they 
are well-prepared to debate, and 
simply “being there’ when his 





Within the limits of high 
school, there are two main di- 
visions of debate that Mr. Phil- 
lips teaches. The first is called 
‘“policy’’ debate, where teams of 
two people present a plan to an- 
other team. These two teams then 
argue out the points of the plan, 
while also presenting disadvan- 
tages to the proposition. Ironi- 
cally, because these teams use 
enough contextual evidence and 
paper to probably cut down an 
entire rain forest, this past year’s 
resolution was phrased: ‘'Re- 
solved, that the U.S. govern- 
ment should reduce worldwide 
pollution through its trade and/ 
or aid policies.’ In accordance 
with this resolution, plans this 
past year ranged from providing 
the third world with funding for 
water projects to providing nu- 
clear power to small nations, 
thereby reducing the burning of 
fossil fuels. Meanwhile, various 
disadvantages — everything 
from American hegemony to 
deep ecology — were attached 
as impacts to these plans, and 
then eventually debated. 

The second major division of 





students require help. Thus he 
tries to make sure that his de- 
baters are prepared to meet the 
challenges of tournaments and 
of a vastly-changing world. 
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debate at Lexington is Lincoln- 
Douglas (L-D) Debate, where in- 
stead of proposing a specific 
plan of action, debaters argue 
the virtues of certain values. Be- 








sides the nuances in styles of de- 
bate, the obvious difference in 
L-D is that individuals are pitted 
against one another, instead of 
as teams. Also unlike policy de- 
bate, the Lincoln-Douglas reso- 
lution does not change annually; 
rather, the topics are varied eve- 
ry two months, requiring these 
students to adapt more readily 
to a variety of subject matters, 
esoteric philosophies, and ide- 
ologies. So far, the topics have 
dealt with practical issues such 
as U.S. military interference in 
the attairs of other nations to ab- 
struse concepts such as the con- 
flict between the spirit and letter 
of the law. 

The people who involve 
themselves in debate recognize 
that debating cannot be dis- 
missed as an asinine activity. De- 
bating requires much time and 
effort, especially in researching 
aspects of recondite arguments. 
Regardless of difficulty though, 
Lexington debaters have been 
extremely successful in the past; 
and at the rate that they are pro- 
gressing now, debaters promise 
to bring further recognition to 
Lexington’s tradition of excel- 
lence in school and beyond.

V V ith the publication of the 1992 SAT scores for male and 
female students at LHS, the increasing gap between scores of male 
-and female students in the verbal and math sections occasioned a 
growing concern as to the reasons for such disparity. The admin- 
istration established a task force with Mr. Robinson as chairperson, 
_and it also established a committee consisting of students, parents, 
administrators, teachers, and representatives of both the Wellesley 
College Pathway for Women and of the National Organization of 
Women. 

Our initial meetings attempted to identify and define the issue: 
Does LHS have a gender equity problem? lf so, what is the nature 
of the problem and what can we, as a school system, do to solve 
it? In addition, the desire was expressed that some forum be es- 
tablished in which students could voice their concerns in an at- 
mosphere of safety and non-intimidation.

N ewly formed this year, the AIDS Action and Awareness group 
at LHS wishes to deal with the important topics of AIDS, HIV, and 
other issues of sexuality. As most students know, during the previous 
scholastic year, the availability of condoms, along with a packet of 
information concerning HIV/AIDS, at the high school was made 
possible. This was certainly a step in the right direction, but it is 
not nearly sufficient. 

The group, which has yet to adopt a permanent name, is open 
to all students, faculty, and community members. The provision of 
information, through literature, public speakings, and other gath- 
erings will be used to facilitate the education of the student body. 
Our major goal is to clear up myths and state facts concerning

students with respect to course selection and subject grades. We 
found that female students had better overall grade point averages. 
However, while female students performed better in English and 
foreign language classes, male students excelled in math and sci- 
ence courses. Also, a greater percentage of male students are en- 
rolled in higher math and science courses. 

Another survey explored attitudes about math classes. Both gen- 
der groups agreed that gender equity existed in the classrooms. 
However, female students were less confident in their mathematical 
abilities and felt that they were not as actively encouraged to pursue 
mathematical careers. 

We are now considering recommendations on what can be done 
to help students so both genders make decisions that will help them 
in future career choices. This is a very complex issue involving 
family, society, peer relationships, and school environment. All of 


our efforts are aimed toward raising awareness of gender equity.
